funds for the project from . the national treasury. 
It evidently realizes that the departure, from the 
practice of Congress in that respect is so wide that 
it will provoke criticism which will be hard to meet 
if toe money for carrying out the proposition in full 
u.asked, *t thi* time. Other Presidents in the ria- 
tioiw history have figured more conspicuously in 
political events of the republic than did Mr. : Mc- 
Kiniey. He. made * conservative executive in a 
general way, although bis committing bis adminis- 
tration to the colonial policy in the Philippines was 
aa exception to such a record. If war must come 
he was a gcod type of man to have in the president's 
caair at sucii a time because of bis purpose that it 
should be moved along as gently as possible and be 
effective, free from pompoiisness and mere display. 
But as far as "times that tried mens souts," Lincoln 
and Grant saw them in very different degrees from 
anything tbat Mr. McKiniey ever experienced, and 
they were equal to the demand of such occasion. 
To staglc rir. McKinley but as a martyred presi- 
dent to be immortalized by the nation officially, 
while Lincoln, also; a marty red 1, president of earlier 
date and of a higher standing as a statesman and 
for rendering real statesraanly service, would be 
manifestly unjust and. n misrepresentation of the 
value of public service. This is apparent to the 


memorial association as to- outsiders and 


since it cannot be squarely met, the otily course is 
to stear around it. 'fbc method ,is not to ask for an 
appropriation to build the arch, but for the creation 
of a commission to select a site and to determine 
what might be produced as a suitable design. For 
this the; sum of only $25,000, paltry among con- 
gressional sumsi is asked, with the hope that it 
would be considered too small to make any discus- 
sion over. With such step taken, and $25.000 
spent, the proposition would be the familiar one of 
having Congress Appropriate to complete the work, 
to save the' $25,060 already put in and ivhich other- 
wise would prove a dead loss. If Congress is to 
provide an attractive memorial to any of the presi- 
dents, it should first go back to some earlier date.

Mr. Sibley. after a vicious stack on 


the general features of the WU. said: 


'Hold these, lands for the actual 


settlers, your children and mine. Hold 
them for that generation whose trus- 
tees we are. Hold them until a quarter 
of a century hence 150,000,000 of people 
shall share the cost of the work they 
then need, rather than the 76,000,000 
shall be taxed for work-more wisely 
done twenty,' thirty or .fifty years 
later. 


Mr. NEWLANDB. Will the gentle- 


man permit an Interruption? ' 


Mr. SIBLBT. I should prefer to 


close my remarks. 


Mr. NEWLANDS. Just a question. 
Mr. SIBLET. Tes. 
Mr. NEWLANDS. The gentleman 


is * representative of the great State 
of Pennsylvania, one of the thirteen 
original State*. Those States at the 
very commencement of our govep- 
ment were in the possession of the 
great Northwest Terltory, out of which 
five States were carved. 
I ask him 


what he would think of the wisdom of 
that generation if the people of his 
State had Insisted that the public landa 
of Ohio and the States of the great 
Northwest Territory should not be open 
to entry? 


Later on, the. States having been' in- 


creased to eighteen, we acquired a vast 
territory by the great Louisiana pur- 
chase. I ask the gentleman what he 
would think of the wisdom of that 
generation If they had refused to allow 
the public lands of Iowa, of Illinois, of 
Missouri, of Michigan, of Wisconsin 
of Minnesota, of Nebraska, of Kansas, 
the Dakota*, and all the other glorious 
State* which have grown up out of 
hat purshase to be opened up for set- 
lement? 
The gentleman speaks of the compe- 
Ition that will now be involved in 
opening up the arid regions, where only 
sixty or seventy-five million acres of 
and are capable of ultimate reclama- 
ion in a period of fifty years, and when 
our population, already grown to 80,- 
000,000 people, is pressing the line or 
settlement farther and farther to the 
West. I ask him what he would have 
thought of the small population of the 
'ew States of that period if, pursuing 
he line of selfish Interest suggested by 
he gentleman, they bad declined to 
open up to setlement the mllfons and 
hundreds of millions of acres In the 
West, now constituting the most mag- 
nificent and prosperous States in the 
Union? 


Mr. 
SIBLET. Mr, 
Chairman, I 


hardly know how to attempt to answer 
he gentleman who is no well and prop- 
erly recognised as the Chesterfield of 
his house, because I .think he has made 
a very good speech from his side of the 
question, in the propounding of his In- 
terrogatory. 


I would wait until the digging of 


these ditches, the completion of; these 
reservoirs, and the erection of the last 
dam In it* place would come not as 
a. menace to any portion of this nation; 
but the completion of these canals, 
dam*, and reservoirs shall be so timed 
that every class and condition can, 
when the last capstone Is set in its 
place, bid It* a hearty welcome. 
I 


would wait" till this work is needed to 
meet the food supply of a later genera-, 
tloo, instead of asking 75,000,000 people 
to perform a task that Is not demanded 
by the needs of the present age. Walt 
until a hundred and fifty millions of 
people of another generation can join 
In the performance of that work, and 
the coat of that burden bear upon the 
shoulders of those, who shall receive 
the benefits. 


Mr. NBWLANDS. .May I ask the 


gentleman'another question? 


Mr. SIBLBT. My friend. If you 


want to ask a question I shall be very 
tiad to yield; but I shall not agree to 
yield to another speech. 


Mr. NEWLANDS. I will ask a sim- 


ple question. 


Mr. SIBLET. I wUl attempt to an- 


swer a question. 


Mr. NEWLANDS. Do I understand 


the gentleman to say that it Is pro- 
posed In any Irrigation scheme pre- 
sented by the Western members that 
the cost of these Irrigation works in 
the West shall be Imposed upon the 
General Treasury, or upon the general 
taxpayers of the country? IB that the 
gentleman's position? ._

Mr. SIBLBT. 
T»at Is a question 


whose answer Is involved in doubt. 
I do not know what you now propose 
or may propose in appropriating these 
millions; but when you legislate to 
give an* the lands held by this, great 
United State* Government for the ac- 
complishment of this purpose. I do not 
know whit difference It would make 
whether you take »150,000,00» out of 
the vaults of the Treasury or keep 
WO.OOO.Ot* of 
money which might 


ariae from a Government sale of land. 


Mr. NEWLANDS. Will the gentfe- 


permlt me to state bri««y what 


Mr. 8IBLKY. I would rVply to my 


friend from Nevada that I have no 
doubt In the wide latitude allowed, in 
the, debate on this bill he will bar* 
amidjfopportunity to expreesVfUs views. 
The gentleman has frequently, spoken 
on the .subject of irrigation and made 
most eloquent presentations of 
Its 


merits. I have aiways listened with 
great pleasure to my friend' from Ne- 
vada. He baa exhausted about the en- 
tire stock of argument In favor of the 
project, so far as his side IB-concerned, 
on the floor of this House. I am not 
attempting on this occasion to make 
much of an argument; but as the 
Com- 


mittee are considering a. measure -for 
the. Irrtlation of arid lands ,and.pro- 
pose to submit It to this body, I desire 
to advance my 'reasons In' opposition 
to that scheme.

Mr. NBWLANDS. 
Mr. Chairman, 


the gentleman from Pennsylvania (Mr. 
Sibley) has sounded "a note of warn- 
ing" regarding' the demand of the West 
that appropriate legislation should be 
adopted by Congress: promoting the 
settlement of public lands in that re- 
gion. Strange to say, the gentleman 
Bounded this note upon a bill providing 
tor. the urgent deficiencies of 'the Gov- 
rnment; a bill which attests the grow- 
tng 'extravagancies of the Government; 
a bill which provides a large appro- 
priation for permanent fortifications 
In the Philippine Islands; a "bill supple- 
menting appropriations' involving ex- 
penditures of at least $100,000,000 an-. 
nu&Ily In the subjugation of those isl- 
ands and. the maintenance there of 
American (supremacy;, .appropriations 
which the gentleman- supports as a 
part of our external policy, a policy 
which, according, to .the, reconunendaV 
lions of the Secretary of War, will in- 
volve the expenditure of at least $6,- 
100,000 in the purchase of lands from 
the religious orders and their distribu- 
tion amongst the Philippine people. 


And upon this bill, attesting the lib- 


erality, the • generosity, andr the ex- 
travagance of the country In other' di- 
rections, and which contains 
not a 


word on the subject of Western Irriga- 
tion, the gentleman sounds,: I repeat, 
a note of warning, raises the cry of 
"economy" in governmental expendi- 
tures. Insists that our Internal policy 
should be- cramped and contracted- so 
as to impair the development of the 
West, whose competition he fears in 
the raisins of farm products,, and with 
vivid imagination-he pictures a West- 
ern raid upon the National Treasury 
and the consequent imposition of ad- 
rlitionai burdens upon the taxpayers 
of the country. Reckless concerning 
extravagant expenditures abroad, he is 
concerned about reasonable develop- 
ment at home. He would at great ex- 
pense expand our 
external empire 


whilst he would dwarf the Republic 
whose Western States for : a part ot 
'.hat great Louisiana purchase the de- 
velopment of which has been the glory 
of the Republic and the crowning ac- 
hievement, of the century. Since the 
•rentleman 
thus challenges Western 


sentiment and Western development. 
It becomes me as a Western man to 
accept the challenge'.\
